sity of Texas Law School. 


Noonan spent tils early 


life on his father’s ranch In 
M*dina County, then known 


as the Circle-dot, the larg - 
est horse ranch in the South­ 


west. 
Many of the Circle- 


dot products were ridden by 
men of the Mexican Army 
near the turn of the century. 
George H. Noonan, his 


fattier, had been a judge and 
U .S. Congressman In Re­ 
construct! on-era San Antonio. 


Bowen's Island, near the 


present side of the Tower 
Life Building, was a station 
along the "underground ra il­ 
road", which aided escaping 


slaves in their quest for free­ 
dom in the North before the

. . might have received a helping hand 
last week when President Nixon signed a 
bill authorizing a rural development pro­ 
gram , 
That is if rural people want to be helped. 
The legislation, which Nixon complain­ 
ed provides for grants and concentrates 
more decision making in .Washington, auth­ 
orizes government—insured and guaranteed 
loans for commercial and industrial deve­ 
lopment in towns under IO,OOO. 
A recent article in the Christian Science 
Monitor gave excellent coverage to the 
plight of small, rural towns. It stated that 
help is needed from the Federal g o v e r n m e n t 
and the State government, but went on to 


say: 
"But no matter how much money the 
Federal and State governments pour into a 
rural development program it will not work 
without the strong desire of local residents 
for industrial development and their will­ 
ingness to work toward this achi evement. " 
Herein lies the difference between suc­ 
cess and failure in developing an area , Do 
the people want development strongly e- 
nough to work for it? 
There is no doubt but that we need more 
industry in Hondo and Medina County— e i­ 
ther through new industries or expansion of 
present industries. 
And this new legislation might just be 
what we need to do one or both. First, we 
must w a n t additional industry (and there are 
those in town who will tell you like they 
told me: "Hondo is just the right size, let's 
don't make it any larger."

Sen. John Tower discusses 
the fight against drugs 


One of our most critical 
domestic problems today is 
tile epidemic of drug abuse. 
Drug abuse has become a 
Number One public enemy, 
It has spread from coast to 
coast. Once confined to our 
inner cities, drug abuse now 
Is prevalent in our suburbs 
and is increasingly found in 
our rural communities. 
Drug abuse is taking its 
greatest toll among the youth 
of our nation. It has infest­ 
ed our college campuses and 
is spreading to our high 
schools and, in far too many 
instances, even to oar ele­ 
mentary schools. 
Today, on the streets of 
America and in tile hallways 
of our schools, a barbituate 
capsule can be obtained for 
only a quarter. A ll too of­ 
ten other drugs are all too a- 
vailabk. One youth, testi­ 
fying before a Congressional 
committee, has said that it 
is easier now to obtain bar­ 
bita ates than it is to pur­ 
chase a pack of cigarettes. 
Apparently, there is no 
sanctuary. I have talked 
with many parents, school 
authorities and community 
leaders. There Is a growing 
awarene» of the drug abuse 
problem and a growing deter­ 
mination to deal with It. But 
we must act swiftly and we 
must be totally committed. 
Half efforts are not going to 
defeat this enemy which is 
robbing us of our most valua­ 
ble resource--the productivi­ 
ty, tie usefulness, the indus­ 
try and the pride of tile A - 
merican people. 
Committed to Fight 
I am committed to help­ 
ing to turn back tire tide of 
drug abuse. In the Senate, I 
supported action to inc re ast 
law enforcement efforts to 
keep I licit drugs out of die 
country and to keep drug 
pushers out of our neighbor­ 
hoods. I have worked to ex­ 
pand our treatment and reha­ 
bilitation programs so that 
we can return over 500, OOO 
heroin addicts and millions of 
amphetamine and barbituate 
abusers to productive roles in 
our society free of addictive 
habits. Rehabilitation pro­ 
grams w ill be expensive; but 
if a significant percentage of 
current addicts can be return­ 
ed to productive lives, we 
w ill reap a large return on 
our investment, both finan­ 
cially and socially. 


I have also supported ex­ 
pansion of our efforts to edu­ 
cate all Americans about the 
dangers of drug abuse. Drug 
abuse feeds on ignorance. 
We need to throw away the 
"scare stories" that damage 
our credibility with air young 
people with all the facts that 
we can about drug abuse. 
Drug abuse is a real danger. 
If we can educate our society 
to those dangers, the poten­ 
tial number of addicts, I 
think, w ill be greatly dim­ 
inished. 
The Drug Abuse Law En­ 
forcement Program is a ma­ 
jor new federal law enforce­ 
ment program aimed at 
street-level heroin pushers. 
The purpose of tile program 
Is to bring combined local, 
state and federal law enforce­ 
ment pressure to bear on 
street-level heroin pushers. 
The program lias been estab­ 
lished in 33 target cities a- 
cross the nation. Among 
those 33 target cities are four 
in Texas: Austin, San An­ 
tonio, Dallas and Houston. 
Arrests Rise 
In just three years, the 
number of arrests for federal 
narcotics violations have 
nearly doubled with tile aid 
of this program. In the last 
year alone, federal narcotic 
agents seized twice as much 
drugs in illegal channels na­ 
tionwide as in the previous 
year. Tile Drug Abuse Law 
Enforcement Program alone 
lias been directly responsible 
for more than a thousand ar­ 
rests and for tile identifica­ 
tion of some 3, OOO drug push­ 
ers since January of this year. 
Under another program, 
Ute U. S. Customs Bureau has 
increased the number of a- 
gents working on narcotic 
cases and further increases 
are planned. The Bureau 
lias made some 8, OOO anc*u 
tills year alone, of which 
some 60% have been along 
die U, S, border with Mexico. 
In the Senate, I have co­ 
sponsored several bills design­ 
ed to enable responsible a- 
gencles to more tightly con­ 
trol the manufacture and dis­ 
tribution of amphetamines 
and barbiturates. 
Prior to 
increased regulation, ll was 
estimated that over half of 
the legitimate production of 
amphetamines ended up in 
the illicit drug market. 
More than a billion, and 
possible more than four bil­ 


lion, capsules were consumed 
without a doctor’s prescrip­ 
tion. Unfortunately, the ef­ 
fects, the availability and the 
low cost of barbiturates and 
amphetamines have made 
them extremely attractive as 
drugs of abuse. Additional 
regulation lias significantly 
reduced the incidence of am­ 
phetamine abuse. I am now 
working to enact the neces­ 
sary legislation to impose 
similar regulations on barbit­ 
urates. 
The Special Action Of­ 
fice on Drug Abuse and Pre­ 
vention, set up by legislation 
I co-sponsored, lias provided 
the federal funds necessary 
for Texas to develop a com­ 
prehensive format of pro­ 
grams for all sections of the 
State to provide a co-ordi­ 
nate attack on drug abuse. 
This program is aiding, and 
w ill aid, the attack on drug 
abuse in many Texas cities.

U .S . BONDED PADDING 


. . . is a question high on the list of unan- 
swerabies at this time, although a strong 
whisper through the grapevine insists "it's 
still on". 
Many people have asked me about the 
future of this company which announced 
last fall that it would begin operations here 
in April manufacturing carpet padding and 
eventually employ some I IO persons. 
The questions were varied: "What has 
happened to the plans9 " "Have they killed 
the project?" And on-and-on. 
But the one question which was upper­ 
most in the minds of most area residents 
pertained to the big government loan ap­ 
proved for this project. It amounted to 
$667,642, almost half of the proposed $1,- 
226,500 total projected cost. The remain­ 
der was to come from private financing. 
"Are they just dilly-dallying around, 
spending the government money until it 
runs out?" was the predominent questions. 
Answer Sought 
So I decided to find an answer to this 
query. To do so I called U .S. Senator 
John Tower's office and explained the con­ 
cern of the local public.

The loan to the U .S. Bonded Pad­ 
ding Company is from the Economic Deve­ 
lopment Administration, and SBA f Snrxj 11 
Business Administration) is closing the loan 
for the Commerce Department. 
I am ad­ 
vised that SBA «s ready to close the loan, 
but is unable to do so until the local deve­ 
lopment company has requested such ac­ 
tion. 
. . . i f you have further questions 
contact Mr. Billy Bowe, the SBA attorney 
in San Antonio." 
So a telephone call was made last week 
to Mr. Bowe who told me: 
"This is still an approved loan; we are 
just waiting for the company to complete 
the project. Disbursement of the govern­ 
ment loan money cannot be made until the 
completion of the job." 
I asked Mr. Bowe if he had heard from 
any of the principals involved in the com­ 
pany and he said that Louis Terr azo, one of 
the original planners, was in his (Bowe's) 
office that day and told him the plans are 
still working to construct a plant in Hondo.

Tax estimates due Uncle according to Schubert 


Many taxpayers may un­ 
knowingly be In trouble with 
Uncle Sam for failing to file 
an estimated tax declaration 
for 1972 at the ame of filing 
their 1971 tax return. And, 
the September 15 deadline 
for paying the third install­ 
ment on this, or originating 
an estimated tax declaration, 
is sneaking up fast, accord­ 
ing to John Schubert, local 
manager for H&R Block, A * 
me rte a’i largest tax service. 
Also, according to Schu­ 


bert, there may be taxpayers 
who w ill not be required to 
pay esrtmated tax although 
they were required to In past 
years. The Revenue Act of 
1971 changed many of the 
ground rules. 
"Now, " Schubert stated, 
"a declararton of esrtmated 
tax w ill be required only if 
the taxpayer has more than 
$500 in Income which was 
not subject to withholding 
and his esrtmated tax liab ili­ 
ty Is more than $100. “ M ot

"And, the same 
would be true for married 
couples when both are em­ 
ployed, if one has wages in 
excess of $10, OOO - lf the 
esrtmated tax Is $100 or 
more. If married and not 
entitled to file a joint re­ 
turn, the amount Is $5, OOO, 
with the same HOO or more 
required in esrtmated tax. " 
"Actually, if taxpayers 
have at least QQfy of tteir fi­ 
nal tax liability on deposit - 
either through withholding or 
estimated payments - ti*re 
Is no penalty Involved, " 
Schubert said. 
"But the tax­ 


payer that wants to play safe 
and avoid a penalty for un­ 
derpayment should definite­

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Tommy Finger's saga sparks memories 
Preview

D’HANIS—When I was a 
lad growing up here in the 
1930’s the name of Tommy 
Finger was a household word. 
At least in my household it 
was. 
My baseball-loving fa­ 
ther's affection for this gifted 
nephew was hero-worship in 
its purest form. 
At meal­ 
time and many hot-stove 
league sessions in the A. J. 
Finger Hardware and Lumber 
Co. store, I listened to the 
songs of his praise. 
With 
each telling the lyrics be­ 
came richer with embellish­ 
ment. 
They were fond of re­ 
counting how, when "Tawm" 
was only 13 he was Inserted 
into the lineup of the town 
baseball team. 
Flaying in 
right field ai the diamond 
then located about a mile 
north of town, he pounced on 
a line-drive "single" and 
fired it to first base for tile ^ 
out. 
My first recollection of 
Tom was on a morning when 
a crowd of people had gath­ 
ered in front of the post of­ 
fice. They were watching 
a shooting exhibition by a 
southpaw sling shooter. 
Tom, 
I suppose in his early ..Os 
then, had borrowed a sling 
shot and was bouncing rocks 
with awesome accuracy off a 
utility pole across the street. 
Later, he finished the im ­ 
promptu exhibition by pick­ 
ing up rocks and firing them 
into die post. 
The first time I ever saw 
him pitch was in the early 
1930*$ against Knippa. At 
the time, I was bat boy for 
this great D'Hanis team tliat 
included pitchers Tom Koch, 
Raymond Wolff and Harold 


Nester; catcher and manager 
Amos "Smut” Finger; first 
baseman Jim Finger; second 
baseman Joe "Gootch" Fing­ 
er; Mitchie and Allen Koch 
at shortstop and third base; 
and Francis "Sonny" Carle, 
Joe "Doc" Mueller and usual­ 
ly one of the pitchers in 
right field. 
If memory serves, the 
game was played in or near 
a cotton field on the farm of 
Walter Schawe west of Knip­ 
pa. 
Before game time Mana­ 
ger Smut Finger handed a 
ball to the lefty and asked; 
"Tawm, how do you 
feel?" 
"Pretty tough , Smut, " 
lie replied shaking his head 
and patting his stomach. 
"Well, go as far as you 
can anyway, " said the mana­ 


ger. 
Still protesting, Tommy 
Finger started the game and 
blew the ball by the Knippas 
all afternoon. 
It was a long 
evening. 
I don't remember 
tile score, but I do remember 
picking up a lot of bats and 
chasing a lot of fouls. 
I remember tills incident 
so vividly because for days 
and even years later, I puz­ 
zled over why a fellow who 
felt so "tough * was so reluc­ 
tant to play. 
Tom Koch was the ace of 
tie staff, however. 
He had 
a smoking fast ball and a lot 
of breaking stuff including a 
screwball. 
Koch's reputa­ 
tion spread quickly in 1929 
when he beat the immortal 
Dizzy Dean. 1-0, in a 
Highway 90 League game. 
Dean. a soldier stationed 
at Fort Sam Houston, "hired 
out" on Sundays and this day 
lie was in a Castroville uni­ 
form. 
The game was a 
Highway 90 League cla»ic 
and will still be remembered 
by some of the oldtimers. 
A couple of years later, as 
die story goes. a professional 
baseball scout appeared In 
D'Hanis in search of a pitch­ 
er by tike name of Tom 
"Somebody". 
T was working on the 


railroad at the time, " Tom 
Finger related, "and they 
came and got me and said 
somebody wanted to talk to 
me. 
He asked lf I'd like to 
try out with Conus Christi 
and I said *yeah*. I found 
out later he was really look­ 
ing for Tom Koch. " 
Tom made the grade with 
Corpus Christi and after five 
years there he finally earned 
a promotion to a higher 
league, Lafayette, of the 
Evangeline League. 
In 1940 he led Lafayette 
to the playoffs with a 19-9 
record that Included a 17- 
inning contest in which he 
pitched the entire route, 
winning 1-0 over Alexandria. 
Despite a serious hearing 
impediment. Tom enlisted 
in the Air Force in 1942 and 
was sent to Randolph Field. 
There he was sought out by 
the baseball manager, Bibb 
Falk, to help entertain the 
troops. 
Entertain them he did. In 
1943 he was honored as the 
Service League's top pitcher 
after winning 22 and losing 
only four. 
His hearing problem 
brought on one of his most 
embarrassing moments. 
One 
day while taking his pre­ 
game warmup pitches on the 
mound, a three-star general 
walked into die park and 
someone shouted "Tenshun!" 
Everyone in the park braced 
except die partially-deaf 
Finger who fired the ball Into 
the backstop and yelled; 
"Wnat the h— Is going 
on here, anyway!" 
In 1944 he married the 
former Ann Risinger of San 
Antonio and took a Civil 
Service job at Fort Sam 
Houston. 
But the lure of 
baseball was too great and 
American League champion 
St. Louis Browns invited him 
to train In 1946 at Pittman - 
Sullivan Park. 
Tom even­ 
tually signed a San Antonio 
Mission contract but an ul­ 
cerated stomach that even­ 
tually required surgery 
forced him back Into retire­ 
ment. 
His stint with die 


Missions was brief and un­ 
distinguished. 
The following year, how­ 
ever, he received a call from 
his old friend and former 
manager at Lafayette, Bob­ 
by Goff. 
Goff coaxed him 
out of retirement and lured 
him to die Wichita Falls 
Spudders for whom he was 
general manager. 
The two years that fol­ 
lowed, 1947 and 1948 when 
he was 21-16 and 20-10, 
respectively, were perhaps 
the happiest Tom ever spent 
in professional ball. 
Certainly, he was the 
toast of Wichita Falls. 
A 
thick scrapbook, replete 
with newspaper clippings de­ 
tailing his performances 
with the Spudders, was main­ 
tained by Ann. 
On these 
faded, yellow pages the sto­ 
ry of Tom Finger's best years 
are documented. 
Besides the glories and the 
heartbreaks, they tell of 
Wichita Falls' intensive love 
for dill favorite son of Me­ 
dina County. 
One brief a c­ 
count is especially revealing 
of Ids popularity; 
On May 16, 1948 he was 
playing left field (he was of­ 
ten used In the outfield and 
as pinch hitter because of his 
hitting ability). 
In the third 
inning he was hit in the 
diroat by a pitched ball and 
was carried unconscious to 
the hospital.

"A deathly pall settled 
over the crowd and there was 
little rooting through the re­ 
mainder of the game. 
But 
when word was received that 
Ie was not hurt seriously, 
tile re followed a tremendous, 
ear-splitting ovation. " 
The following year Sims 
wrote again: 
"When all else fails, 
bring on Tommy Finger. " 
"Foil wers of the Wichita 
Falls team learned that les­ 
son as long ago as last year 
when tie lean left hander 
played such a prominent 
part in bringing the Spudders 
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into the first division. 
"They learned tile lesson 
again in 1948 when the soft- 
drawling Texan from D'Han­ 
is racked up 21 victories to 
become the only 20-game 
winner in the Big Sute 
League this year. 
"Thus Finger kept Wichi­ 
ta Fails' hopes alive, 3-2, 
in the playoffs." 
In 1949 Goff moved to 
Dallas as general manager of 
Dick Burnett*» Eagles man­ 
aged by former major leag­ 
uer Charley Grimm, 
Dallas, after spring train­ 
ing at New Braunfels, opened 
the 1949 season in dramatic 
fashion With three quick vic­ 
tories, Tom Finger estab­ 
lished himself as the ace of 
the Dallas team that brought 
a fantastic 15-1 record Into 
San Antonio on May IO. 
A total of l l , 070 paying 
fans, including countless fans 
from Medina County, pressed 
into Mission Stadium to see 
the veteran Tommy Finger go 
out to do battle with a young 
Mexican sensation, Procopio 
Herrera. 
The outfield was shorten­ 
ed by a good part of the over­ 
flow crowd standing and sit­ 
ting against the outfield 
fence. 
Special ground rules 
prevailed. 
Fans of the 1940’s will 
remember this game, 
Her­ 


rera silenced the big bats of 
Jerry Wine, Buck Frierson, 
Blas Monaco, Billy Serena 
and the one-armed sensation, 
Ffcte Gray. 
Procopio gave 
up four hits to win the deci­ 
sion, 2-0. 
But the little Medina 
County lefty, described by 
writers as "craft), baffling 
and feeding the Missions an 
assortment of twisting, dip­ 


ping, zipping stuff, " matched 
his adversary nearly pitch 
for pitch until tile 8th inning 
when he was lifted for a pinch 
hitter. 
The grand climax of 
Tom's baseball career came 
a year later on April 9, 1950 
when he pitched before tile 
largest crowd ever to see a 
minor league game and In 
the only game ever played 
In the Cotton Bowl. 
Burnett, in a dramatic 
bid to win the all-time open­ 
ing day attendance record, 
had rented the Cotton Bowl 
for one night and had signed 
such immortals as Dizzy 
Dean, Ty Cobb, Charley 
Gehringer and Duffy Lewis 
to appear briefly in the 
opening lineup. 
After the first out, with 
53, 578 fans looking on, Tom 
Finger strode out to relieve 
Dean on a makeshift mound 
with the right field fence a 
mere 200 feet behind him, 
Burnett won the atten­ 
dance record but Tommy 
lost the decision, 10-3, as 
the Tulsa Oilers sent too 
many pop flies over the short 
fence. 
Soon after, his frail body 
straining under the rigos of 
professional sports, and con­ 
vinced that at the age of 35 
his chances of making it to 
the major leagues were slim 
Indeed, Tom and Ann Finger 
gave up the grind in favor of 
a quieter life here in this 


small town, 


In the years that followed 
he played for and managed 
the town team In the High­ 
way 90 League while serving 


as assistant and then post­ 
master.

second step would be to use herbi- 
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trict Conservationist, reports 
that as a result, there may 
be leas dust In the air you 
breathe this winter, Or less 
sediment in your city's wa­ 
ter supply. More moisture 
conservation, higher profits, 
more free time and less soil 
loss are some of the benefits 
‘•to farmers. 
"All this is possible be­ 
cause of a new farming sys­ 
tem called minimum till­ 
age, " Abbott reports. 
"With 
minimum tillage, crops are 
planted without prior land 
preparation. Weeds are con­ 
trolled with herbicides. 
Since the land Is not plowed, 
leaves and stalks from the 
previous crop are left on the 
aoli surface as a protective 
cover during the fall, winter 
and early spring. 
T h e surface cover is 
highly effective in prevent­ 
ing erosion. It breaks up 
the erosive effect of falling 
raindrops, letting them fall 
harmlessly onto the surface. 
Tile residues also protect the 
soil from windstorms." 
Abbott pointed out that 
wind-blown dust Is our state’s 
largest source of air pollu­ 
tion. He also stressed that 
erosion produced sediment is 
our biggest water pollutant, 
muddying streams and filling 
natural channels and lakes. 
"Reducing water and air pol­ 
lution from erosion has vast 
environmental benefits, 
tie 


said. 
"And think what scat­ 
tered seed and residues left 
on die surface do for wild­ 
life, " Abbott said. 
"In some 
farming areas, wildlife are 
almost entirely dependent 
upon crop residues for food 
and cover needed for survi- 
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val during the winter months. 
Dove, quail, deer, turkey 
and many others are benefit­ 
ed by minimum tillage farm ­ 


ing." 
Abbott points out that 
farming operations destroy 
surface residues. If farmers 
and ranchers can substitute 
herbicides for cultivation in 
controlling competition, 
they can reap the many 
benefits possible from m ain­ 
taining crop residues on the 
soil surface year long. He 
emphasized that residues 
keep the soil cooler in sum 
mer, warmer in the winter. 
They reduce evaporation, 
saving valuable soil moisture. 
The residue protect young 
seedlings. The cover also 
produces better soil tilth 
and it increases insoak of 
moisture. 
Farmers still plow their 
land over and over again, 
more from habit and custom 
tlian from actual need. Ab­ 
bott reports that about six 
trips across the field can be 
eliminated with a savings of 
$1.50 per trip per acre. Tins 
money can be applied to her­ 
bicides used for weed con­ 
trol. 
With the prevention of 
the tractor rolling across the 
field so many times keeps 
down packing arid hardpans. 
Abbott concluded by say­ 
ing, "The big reason for u- 
sing minimum tillage is that 
it allows a farmer to do a su­ 
perior job of conserving his 
soil and moisture. ” He a1 aa 
pointed out that the xoil Con­ 
servation Service was pub­ 
lished a new booklet "Mini­ 
m a Tillage in Texas" and 
‘it is available in tire Hondo 
work unit, or write P. O. Box

"With the realization that 
enrollment for the first grade 
for 1972 was down to five stu­ 
dents, and that there has been 
a 40dr op in school families 
since last year, we decided 
to take some action on re­ 
channelling the school activi­ 


ties. 
"After holding discussions 
in meetings of both the Parish 
Council and tile general par­ 
ish family, it was decided 
that the expenses Involved, 
as well as the small enroll­ 
ment, made it unfeasible to 
con dime the school in its 
present structure as an ele­ 
mentary school. " 
The new look at St. John's 
w ill be a day-care center, 
serving all of Hondo, a reli­ 
gious education center for 
pie-schoolers, elementary, 
intermediate, high school, 
and adult members of St. 
John's, and a self-improve­ 
ment project where Hondo 
residents can tate classes ii.
